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SECTION I 
INTRODUCTION 


1. Scope 

This manual contains a list of repair parts 
required for the performance of organizational, 
direct support, general support, and depot main¬ 
tenance of the heater. 

2. General 

Tlus repair parts list is divided into four 
principal sections and a Federal stock number 
index. 

а. Section II, Prescribed Load Allowance 
List (PLA), is a consolidated listing of repair 
parts quantitatively allocated for initial stock- 
age at the organizational level. This is a man¬ 
datory minimum stockage allowance. 

б. Section III, Repair Parts List, is a list 
of repair parts authorized for the performance 
of maintenance at the organizational level. 
No specM toods requiired for this end Stem. 

c. Section IV, Repair Parts List, is a list of 
repair parts ■auf^olrS'zed for the peirfotrmlatnce of 
maintenance at tiie direct support, general sup¬ 
port, and depot level. 

d. Section V, Federal stock number and 
Manufacturer’s Part Number Index, is an index 
of Federal stock numbers and manufacturer’s 
part numbers to page and manufacturer’s codes. 

e. Refer to TM 6-2805-208-14, for Repair 
Parts applicable to engine assembly. 

/. Parts applicable to specific models of 
this end item are indicated by a letter symbol in 
the “description” column, following the 
nomenclature. Parte not indicated by a letter 
symbol apply to all models. The symbols apply 
as follows: 

(A) —applies to model BT 400-40 only 

(B) —applies to model BT 400-40-1 only 


3. Explanation of Columns 

The following provides an explanation of 
columns in the tabular lists. 

a. Source, Maintenance, and Recoverability 
Codes. 

(1) Source Code indicates the selection 
status and source for the listed iton. 
Source codes used are:

P Applied to irepair parte which are frtocked 
in or supplied from DSA/GSA or Army 
supply system, and authorized for use at 
inicated maintenance categories. 

M Applied to repair parts which are not pro¬ 
cured or stocked but are to be manu¬ 
factured at indicated mainibenaince cate¬ 
gories. 

A Applied to assemblies which are not pro¬ 
cured or stocked as such but made up of 
two or more units, each of which carry 
individual stock numbers and descrip¬ 
tions and are procured and stocked and 
can be assembled by units at indicated 
maintenance categories. 

XI Applied to repair parts which are not pro¬ 
cured or stocked, the requirement for 
which will be supplied by use of the neact 
higher assembly or components. 

X2 Applied to repair parts which are not 
stocked. The indicated maintenance cate¬ 
gory requiring such repair parts will at¬ 
tempt to obtain them through cannibali¬ 
zation; if not obtainable through canni¬ 
balization, such repair parts will be req¬ 
uisitioned with supporting justi^cation 
through normal supply channels. 

Note, Source code is not shown on com¬ 
mon hardware items known to be readily 
available in Army supply channds and 
through local procurement.

(3) Recoverability Code indicates whether 

unserviceable items should be re¬ 
turned for recovery or salvage. Items 

not coded are expendable. Recover¬ 

ability codes are:

R Applied to repair parts and assembUes 
which are economically repairable as DSU 
and GSU activities and normally are fur¬ 
nished by supply on an exchange basis. 
T Applied to high dollar value recoverable 
repair parts which are subject to special 
handling and are issued on an exchange 
basis. Such repair parts normally are re¬ 
paired or overhauled at depot maintenance 
activities. 

U Applied to repair parts specifically selected 
for salvage by reclamation units because 
of precious metal content, critical materi¬ 
als, high dollar value reusable casings 
or castihge. 

b. Federal Stock Number indicates the 
Federal stock number for the item. 

c. Description column indicates the Federal 
item name and brief description of the item. 
A five-digit manufacturer’s or other service 
code is shown followed by the manufacturer’s 
part number. Repair parts quantities included 
in kits, sets, and assemblies that differ from 
the actual quantity used in the specific item, 
are listed in parentheses following the repair 
part name. 

d. Unit of Issue indicates the unit used as 
a basis of issue, e.g., ea, pr, ft, yd, etc. 

e. Quantity Incorporated in Unit Pack indi¬ 
cates the actual quantity contained in the unit 
pack. 

/. Quantity Incorporated in Unit indicates 
the actual number of parts used in the ap- 
■plication. A zero is shown when components 
kits or sets are listed that are not applicable 
the specific end item. 


g. Fifteen-Day Organizational Maintenance 
Allowance. 

(1) The allowance columns are divided 
into four subcolumns. Indicated in 
each su'bcolumn is the quantity of 
items authorized for the number of 
equipments supported. Items author¬ 
ized for use as required but not for 
initial stockage are identified with an 
asterisk in the allowance column. 

(2) The quantitative allowances for or¬ 
ganizational level of maintenance rep¬ 
resents one initial prescribed load for 
a 15-day period for the number of 
equipments supported. Units and or¬ 
ganizations authorized additional pre¬ 
scribed loads will multiply the num¬ 
ber of prescribed loads aiutborized by 
the quantity of repair parts reflected 
in the appropriate density column to 
obtain the total quantity of repair 
parts authorized. 

(3) Items identified by an asterisk may 
be requisitioned as required. Subse¬ 
quent changes and/or additions to 
allowances will be limited to the pro¬ 
visions of AR 735-35. The range of 
items authorized will be made by this 
Connunand based upon engineering ex¬ 
perience, demand data, or TAERS in¬ 
formation. 

(4) Allowances are based on 4,000 hours 
of operation per year. 

h. Thirty-Day DS/GS Maintenance Al¬ 
lowance. 

(1) The allowance columns are divided 
into three subcolumns. Indicated in 
each subcolumn is the quantity of 
items authorized for a number of 
equipments supported. Items author¬ 
ized for use as required but not for 
initial stockage are identified with an 
asterisk in the allowance column. 

(2) The quantitative allowances for 
DS/GS levels of maintenance will 
represent initial stockage for a 30-day 
period for the number of equipments 
supported.

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i. One Year Allowances Per 100 Equip- 
ments/Contingency Planning Purposes indi¬ 
cates the quantity of items required for distri¬ 
bution and contingency planning purposes. 

j. Depot Maintenance Allowance Per 100 
Equipments indicates the total quantity of items 
recommended for depot maintenance of 100 
equipments. Items recommended for immediate 
use only are identified with an asterisk in the 
allowance column. 

k. Illustration. 

(1) Figure Number indicates the figure 
number of the illustration in which 
the item is shown. 

(2) Item or Symbol Number indicates the 
callout number used to reference the 
item in the illustration.

5. Instructions for Locating Repair Parts 

а. When Federal Stock Number or manu¬ 
facturer’s part number is unknown. 

(1) First. Usdng the index of contents, 
determine the functional group or sub¬ 
group, i.e., engine, engine assembly, 
transmission, transmission assembly, 
within which the repair part belongs. 
Locate the appropriate page in the 
manual and identify the part. 

(2) Second. Locate the repair part and 
the illustration figure and item num¬ 
ber as shown in the last two columns 
of the repair parts listing. 

(S) Third. Identify the repair part on 
the illustration. 

б. When Federal Stock Number or manu¬ 
facturer’s part number is known. 

(1) First. Use the index to locate the 
Federal stock number or manufactur¬ 
er’s part number. This index is 
arranged in tdphameiric sequence 


cross-referenced to page numbear and 
manufacturer’s code. 

(2) Second. Ref er to the appropriate page 
in the parts listing. Locate the repair 
part and the illustration figure and 
item number as shown in the last two 
columns of the parts listing.
